the war in this manner will not be suc- 
cessful. A senate which will ratify nei- 
ther a treaty of peace submitted to it, 
nor one of its own making, has no busi- 
ness terminating war without any trea- 
ty of peace. So far as the house is con- 
cerned it has no business lending itself 
to such an evasion of power and respon- 
sibility. 


The move to end the war by resolu- 


tion of congress is politics. We have had 
little but politics in the consideration of 
the question of peace from almost the be- 
ginning. The scheme to declare a sepa- 
rate peace without terms or conditions is 
a sacrifice of both moral and material in- 
terests which saner heads than it is pos- 
sible to tind in congress just now ought 
to prevent. The treaty fight has reached' 
a point where consequences other than 
as they effect the November election are 
given small consideration. 


So far as this newspaper is concerned 


it trusts the president will veto this res- 
olution and that the majority in congress 
\\-iiI iinri itself unable to pass it over his 
veto.

Composed 
on (k-mooratic ideals, where each unit intelli- 
gently forccoes his individual will for the benefit 
of organized efficiency, an army is vastly more ef- 
fective than whore soldiers are whipped to battle 
and browbeaten in time of peace. 


I would like- to see every boy in the United 


States belons to the Boy Scouts. 


They would learn manliness. 
They would increase their personal effective- 
ness. 


They would eea.se to be sorry for themselves and 


learn to bear failure, physical hurt or any pain 
of body or mind, as men should bear such things, 
hravely.

narrow and deformed patriotism, cruelty, and 
selfishness. 


They would learn to bo self-reliant, to bo clean,

The Boy Scouts are not soldiers in the making; 


they aie i»i«-n. citizen:-, in the making. 


They are taught and drilled in these arts: To 


li« Ip the unfortunate, to aid the wounded, to save 
tho drowning, to take care of themselves, doing 
their own rooking, washing and eampin?; to tie 
a knot, to chop a tree, to tell tho truth and to 
obey, to live >n the own air. to be respectful, rev- 
erential, and fenrless. and above all, to be'good 
sports, which means- '•: take defeat or success 
as real men and not as cry-babies. 


The Boy Scouts organization is tho groat out- 


door school, and. b.s- of all. it is a great school 
of democracy where th<- boys manage themselves.

One of the clearest statements we have 


yet seen touching railroad conditions is 
that made last week by Mr. H. C. Chey- 
n< v. dixision ircight and passenger agent 
of the ('. & N. W. railway for northern 
Wisconsin and upper Michigan. It is 
well that everyone should understand 
something of the troubles of the railroad 
because everyone is concerned. 
The 


movement of freight and railroad ser- 
vice of every description affects each in- 
dividual directly or indirectly. 


Mr. Cheyney shows that the. railroads 


were turned back lo the owners by the 
goveinmcnt in a very poor condition. 
There are at least WMM) fewer box cars 
today than there were before the war. 
Motive equipment was received in a low- 
state of efficiency. This fact is reflected 
in Mr. Chcyney's statement that the 
Northwestern railroad has sent fifty lo- 
comotives to the American Locomotive 
works for repairs, and will send 
fifty 


more in a short time. Because of Ihe 
time required for transition of industry 
from a war to a peace basis, the rail- 
roads have had great difficulty in secur- 
ing material with which to make repairs 
and replacements. 
It simply has not 


been available. 


With these conditions handicapping 


the railroads as tliey do there has been 
at the same time an excessive demand 
for service. The Northwestern railroad 
in March handled 21,500 more cars of its 
own and from connecting roads than 
during the same period last year. It also 
met an emergency during extreme cold 
weather where it had to find cars and lo- 
comotives to handle 2,700 cars of coal. 
Demands by commodity shippers are 
way ahead of what they were last year, 
and manufacturers are resorting lo even- 
possible device to get their products to 
the market to take advantage of Ihe high 
pricbs which prevail. 


It is obvious from the facts given by 


Mr. Cheyney that the Northwestern Rail- 
road company is doing everything within 
its power and its resources to meet this 
extraordinary situation. Mr. Cheyney is 
kind enough to other properties to say 
that their problems and efforts are the 
same as those of his company. The own- 
ers are not to be blamed for Ihe condi- 
tion and deficiencies of the railroads at 
the time of return by the government. 
They simply were allowed to run down 
and that is all there is to it. Responsi- 
bility for the existing situation attaches 
to the federal authorities. There is no 
doubt but what the railroads are doing 
the best they can to extricate themselves 
from the troubles entailed by govern- 
ment operation. But this will take time 
and the public will have to be patient. If 
anyone were inclined to question the ad- 
visability of congressional guarantee of 
earnings or of other financial coopera- 
tion and assistance by the government, 
pending a rehabilitation of the rail- 
roads, that person would be less disposed 
to such a view if he understood more 
about conditions of Ihe railroads and 
their causes.
